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The Cap and Gown Parade 


It’s June again. To some of you, it only 
means the stall of a wonderful vacation. 
But we, the Seniors, are graduating. 

The Cap and Gown Parade! To you, 
that means a long procession down the 
aisle, gowns swishing, caps cocked, and 
beautiful music somewhere. We march 
up—to be graduated. 

But you, who look upon 
us now, see only the end 
of a long trail that goes 
back three .veal's to 1928. 

It wasn’t much of a 
parade then—just a con¬ 
glomerated mass of chil¬ 
dren—infants of the 
school, sophomores, and 
our class color was bright 
green. We were many. 

Quoting figures is no fun, 
but four hundred is a fair 
guess, just remembering 
the crowd. We remem¬ 
ber, our astounding 
ignorance; the over¬ 
worked elevator ticket 
selling, the appalling 
maze of stairs and corri¬ 
dors that led—we knew 
not where. 

But the Procession 
Master did his work 
well. Presently the mot¬ 
ley crowd took shape, the 
building began to lose 
its labyrinthian qualities 
and appear almost civi¬ 
lized. Stairways and 
corridors now went 
somewhere, and we knew 
where! 

The fall of ’29,—not four hundred 
now! We were much like gardens in 
our sophomore years. Seeded in Junior 
High, our gardeners were not quite sure 
what would sprout. Some were weeds, 
and since North High was not a botanical 
experiment, the weeds were pulled. It 
was a lesser group—but we no longer 
flew our timid banner of green. Pink 
had been added—for our loyalties and 
steadily increasing wisdom. Had we not 
seen two senior classes go? Had ,we 
not been inducted into the mysteries of 
clubs, of Student Council—and best of 
all—cheered for and stood by North’3 
athletes on fields of battle? 

In June, 1930, we watched the senior 
class go out, proudly conscious that next 


year, we would march where they had 
marched. “One more year,’’ we exulted, 
so sure we would be glad to go! Two 
years behind, one year ahead. 

Just one class ahead of us, before we 
stood in the place of honor—for we 
were now 12B’s! We worked, we played 
—looked ahead, to June! 
Our laughter died a little 
—the last football game! 
No more games to go to, 
wearing the colors— 
cheering for our team ? 
Basketball took its place, 
partly. We tried not to 
think ahead to the end. 

In ’28 we had come in 
the door the leads from 
Junior High to High 
School. Ahead of us had 
stretched a long vista, 
and at the other end, was 
an elusive speck the> r 
told us was the door 
marked “Graduation.” 
Sometimes, as we milled 
about, finding our places 
in the procession, the 
door loomed large—and 
sometimes, we could see 
no door. But we march¬ 
ed on! Now the Janu¬ 
ary class was gone—the 
door was before us—we 
were the Seniors! 

Truly it was a parade! 
Things happened with 
breathless swiftness! We 
were organized. Lead- 
el's were chosen to head 
the procession. We 
worked—worked hard. A place in line 
was worth its weight in gold. And every¬ 
one must pay. We played—played hard ! 

The parade went on. 

Tomorrow night is Commencement. 
Commencement? To us, it seems to end, 
rather than a beginning. It is the end of" 
much we have loved for three years. And 
we are not anxious to go. 

But it is Commencement, too! The be¬ 
ginning of greater, finer things than we 
have ever before known. Tomorrow holds 
its wonders and its mysteries, but with 
these three years behind us, we are not 
afraid! 

But always, for you, the Cap and 
Gown Parade moves on.

Norsemen End Successful 
Season With Ten 
Victories. 


Playing in seventeen basketball 
games during the 1930-31 season, 
the North High cage team man¬ 
aged to hang ten victories on its 
line. Seven teams conquered the 
Polar Bears in as many games. 

Winning over half of its con 
tests gives the Pink and Green an 
average of .600 for its season ’3 
work. 

The stars of the five were 
found in Randall Conner, Frank 
Simmons and Bob Simmons. Con¬ 
ner scored the most points for 
North and placed second in the 
scoring list of the city. Bob Sim¬ 
mons played at center and also 
scored many points for his school. 
Frank Simmons played a fine game 
at guard for the Bears. 

Frank Simmons proved that he 
was a valuable man in the North 
combination when the Register 
picked him at guard on its All- 
City quintet. Conner and Bob 
Simmons landed berths on the sec¬ 
ond aggregation. Charles Ore- 
baugh played a forward post on 
the team. 

The year began with a contest 
in the new gym and North won its 


first start from Chariton in a hot 
contest. 20 to 17. The return game 
with Chariton proved fatal for 
North and Chariton won, 15 to 
9. The Bears handed Fort Dodge 
a pair of beatings, by 29 to 23 
and 31 to 7. Marshalltown also 
fell before the great attack of the 
Polar Bears twice to the tune of 
26 to 18, and 23 to 18. In one 
tilt with each, Webster City and 
Valley Junction, the Bears lost, 
18 to 17 and 24 to 21. Grinnell 
also fell before North, 25 to 16. 

In the city series the Pink and 
Green was less successful. Third 
place was the best the Polar Bears 
could do, winning three and losing 
as many. Twice, the old rivals 
from Roosevelt won, 21 to 19 and 
24 to 20. 

North and East split two games, 
when the Red and Black took the 
first contest by 18 to 16 and North 
the second by 22 to 8. North al¬ 
lowed only two field goals in the 
entire contest. 

Lincoln was easy for the Polar 
Bears in their two games. The 
scores were 27 to 8 and 24 to 15. 

The sectional tournament gave 
the Norsemen only one victory, 
that being over Ankeny, 32 to 
16. Roosevelt defeated the North¬ 
men for the third time in the sec¬ 
ond round by 27 to 16. 


Second Team Win* Five 
Victories During 
Season. 

North’s second team is not to 
be forgotten in its five victories in 
nine games. A total of 183 points 
were scored by the Polar Cubs 
while 154 counters were made 
against them. 

In city series games the young 
players ended in third. Lincoln 
fell before the Norsemen in two 
games by 19 to 16 and 20 to 8. 
East managed to take one of the 
two games by 20 to 18, but North 
came back in the return tilt and 
grabbed an 18 to 8 victory. 

Roosevelt made a clean sweep 
in basketball over the Polar in¬ 
stitution by capturing two contests 
16 to 11 and 21 to 19. 

Outside teams met the Bears 
and won one out of three tilts. 
The North Alumni dished out a 
26 to 14 beating while both 
Nevada and Valley Junction were 
defeated by the Bears. The 
scores were 33 to 26 and 31 to 13 
respectively.

Trackmen Finish Greatest 
Season Of Late 
Years. 


This year the North High track 
team crowned itself with a great 
deal of honor. Seven meets were 
entered by the Pink and Green 
trackmen, besides the annual 
Drake relays. 

Three firsts were brought home 
by North during the year, while 
three seconds and a third were 
registered. 

Undoubtedly the best honor 
came in the annual state meet 
when the Polar Bears took third 
in the state. In this meet there 
was plenty of stiff competition 
and North scored 13 points. 

Another high honor was made 
in the state indoor meet at Iowa 
City. The Norsemen won second 
in this by scoring 23*4 points. 
Fairfield won the meet in easy 
fashion. 

In the city meets the Polar 
Bears won a first and a second. 
The second was accomplished in 
the indoor meet and the first at 
the outdoor carnival. The indoor 
meet found North able to score 
51 % points. East took first with 
65 and Roosevelt third with 50. 

The outdoor races crowned a 
new champion with 62 points. East 
gave North a great race when it 
scored 61 points. 

North walked off with the dis¬ 
trict meet at Valley Junction. 


Thirteen Norsemen qualified for 
the state meet which was held the 
following Saturday. In winning 
the relays North ran up a total of 
57 counters. 

The Drake relays brought much 
honor to the Polar runners. Vic¬ 
tories were won in the half mile 
relay, quarter mile relay and the 
100 yard dash. The half-mile 
team won the relay for Des Moines 
High schools and Class A schools 
of the state. 

A new record was listed for Des 
Moines schools when the Norsemen 
ramped the distance in 1:33.3 to 
break its own record which was 
set in 1930. The time for winning 
the Class A event was 1:33.4. The 
440 yard relay team was given 
second for Class A schools. Da¬ 
venport winning the race. 

Eugene Worden won the 100 
yard dash for the second year 
when he raced the century in 10:5. 
This was for the city schools only. 

Other meets in which the North 
trackmen entered were Oskaloosa 
and Grinnell. First was won at 
Oskaloosa relays. The Polar 
Bears won twice as many points 
as did the second place winners 
and scored 39 times. 

The Grinnell meet ended with 
East and North separated by only 
2-7 of a point. East winning by 
27 2-7 and North second with 27 
counters. 

One great star w r as uncovered 
among the Pink and Green track¬ 
men in Robert Earl. This is the 


second year that Bob has put the 
shot, winning first in every meet 
that he has entered. He broke 
the mark in most of the meets 
and his best effort was in the City 
outdoor meet when he heaved the 
12 pounds 49 feet and 1 inch. 

Bob was not the only star in 
the Polar Bear group. Ray Cum¬ 
mings had a hand in scoring many 
points in the broad jump. His 
best mark was over 22 feet. Don 
Emery also scored points in the 
pole vault. 

The running stars were Eugen? 
Worden, Albert Webb and Ray 
Turner. All of the three runners 
scored many points during the 
year. The trio took part in the 
*100 yard dash in at least one meet 
this year, although Worden and 
Webb competed in the 100 the 
most. Turner ran the 440 yard 
dash and Worden the 220. 

The relay team was North’s 
major point winners in team 
events. The Cummings, Turner, 
Webb, Worden half-mile relay 
team was defeated only once dur¬ 
ing the year. Davenport w T as the 
one time conquerer, although 
North defeated them at the Drake 
relays. 

The same men ran in the 440 
yard relay and crossed the line 
one, two or three in every meet 
they entered. 

The summary of the season 
show’s that 271 % points were scor¬ 
ed. Thus North has a great track 
team and one of its greatest in the 
last few years.
